A proposed charter revision 


which would remove the city's 
tax ceiling was approved by 
the 
City 
Charter 
Revision 


Committee Wednesday. 


The committee said it would 


offer the proposal to the City 
Council for its decision wheth- 
er to submit it to a vote of 
the public, along with other 
possible revisions the charter 
group is considering. 


Specifically, 
the 
commit- 


tee is recommending that the 
ceiling on the amount of tax 
the city can raise for general 
government purposes be re- 
moved from the charter. 


The recommendation stems 


from city worries that t h e 
legislature might abolish taxes 
on intangible property, thus 
destroying much of the prop- 
erty valuation on which the 
city bases its total mill levy. 


Another threat is stock mar- 


ket fluctuations. City Finance 
Director James Mallon t o l d 
the committee that the t a x 
base is really "at the mercy 
of two outside factors — the 
Legislature and Wall Street." 


The charter group rejected 


a 
recommendation by i t s 


subcommittee on finance thai 
a stop-gap proviso be read in- 
to the present charter. 


In case the legislature abo- 


lished the intangible tax, the 
subcommittee 
recommenda- 


tion would amend the pres- 
ent formula to allow the high- 
est valuation of all taxable in- 
tangible 
personal 
property 


within the city limits in any 
year of the preceding t e n 
year period to be f i g u r e d 
for taxation purposes. 


Calling that approach only

If Republicans look to Mr Lindsay's elec- 
tion as an endorsement oi recent GOP 
philosophy, then the part> will be due for 
another shock in the next national elections. 


Xew York is a city of teeming mil- 


lions, of \vr\ rich and ven poor, of tre- 


mendous wealth a n d 
tremendous poverty, 
of great opportunity 


_ and of some decline.

For i n s t a n c e . Mr. 


Lindsay has made note of the flight of the 
television industrv from Xew York to the 
West Coast But Mr. Lindsay has not pro- 
posed that the :ax situation be improved 
to help that industry. What he has pro- 
posed is that Xew York construct for the 
industry a production center where all the 
services demanded of the industry are sup- 
plied. In the poorer areas of New York, 
Mr. Lindsay made note of poor living con- 
ditions. 


He did not, however, advocate a theoret- 


ical strengthening of the free enterprise 
system so that landlords could make bet- 
ter profits and thereby fix up their tene- 
ments. Rather, he told the constituency 
there that he intends to find out who the 
landlords are and see to it that their falling 
ceilings are corrected. 


Standing in another part of town, he 


promised that the streets would be cleaned 
up and over a city TV interview program 
he spoke of the millions that New York 
could get but has not received in federal 
funds for various social welfare programs. 
In short, Mr. Lindsay let the voters know 
that he is a liberal. 


* 
He is a candidate who has not shied 


away from the use of government as a tool 
for the enrichment of the lives of the people 
of New York. He is a man of action who 
believes that there is wisdom in the peo- 
ple working together through and w i t h 
their government to achieve those ends 
that are most desirable. As mayor of New 
York, Mr. Lindsay will now be watched as 
a possible candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1968. He has 
demonstrated that the Republican party is 
far from dead by winning in the midst of 
a Democratic stronghold and when Demo- 
crats took most of the other local positions 
up for decision at this time.

The GOP will not win with denuncia- 


tions of government spending, with broad 
indictments of social programs or demands 
that we bomb our way to victory through- 
out th§ world. Nebraska's Senator Curtis 
has refurned to his home state with predic- 
tions of disaster for most of the programs 
of the so-called "Great Society"—the prod- 
ucts of the recently adjourned 89th Con- 
gress.

Whitewash For Mead 


The report by the State Institutions De- 


partment on previously alleged illegal ac- 
tivities at the Mead Prison Farm appears 
in the nature of a farce that should be ex- 
posed as such. It was released by Gov. 
Frank B. Morrison with his apparent ap- 
proval. 


The report in general finds nothing but 


minor infractions of the rules at the Mead 
farm and pretty well discredits an earlier 
report by the State Safety Patrol in which 
the Mead operation was seriously indicted. 
The latest report would have us believe 
that the Safety Patrol report was nothing 
but a chronology of inmate claims. 


The State Institutions Department re- 


port then states that inmates cannot be re- 
lied on and will generally try to shift the 
blame for things, presumably with lies. But 


the department report ignores the fact that 
the patrol report concluded from its own 
investigation that the inmate claims were 
largely true. 


In other words, the patrol interviewed 


the inmates and conducted other investi- 
gations of those interviews. Thus, the de- 
partment report has to stand at least as de- 
ceptive if not a fraud. 


Further hurting the position of the de- 


partment and the governor is their refusal 
to release the patrol report. The patrol re- 
port leaked out by accident and not a single 
copy of it was ever made public. 


This latest report is certainly no credit 


to the state administration. In total, it 
would seem that the faults at Mead are 
being corrected and the situation effective- 
ly handled but the means leave a lot to be 
desired in comparison with the end. 


Matter Of Contributions 


Senator Maurine Neuberger of Oregon, 


successor to her late husband, is bowing 
out of politics. She will not run for re-elec- 
tion next year when her present term ex- 
pires. 


Probably there are many reasons. One 


of them certainly is the fact that she has 
remarried and is now the wife of a Boston 
psychiatrist. That introduces the powerful 
factors of personal interest and also of 
place of residence. Boston is about as far 
removed from the voting precincts of Ore- 
gon as one can get in this broad land. 


Then Senator Neuberger has undergone 


surgery for cancer. Although she feels that 
she has been cured, such an experience 
causes one to rethink the value of the 
wear and tear of public life. 


These all qualify as private,,personal 


reasons and of themselves contribute noth- 
ing to the political picture. But Sen. Neu- 
berger has also given one public reason 
which should set us all thinking. 


She said she wished to be free of the 


financial obligations that are so closely 
linked with seeking public office. Cam- 
paigns are dreadfully expensive. The can- 
didate must have outside financial aid and 
that in turn creates obligations. And, she 
added, ''Why should a politician ever take 
a bribe when a donation to his next cam- 
paign is so much simpler—and so much 
more legal?" 


That is a good question. Only a few can- 


didates turn back the unused portion of 
their campaign money. And for some the 
balance is substantial.

Time is of the essence because it would

This would 
put Nebraska on the main line for the rale 
savings that are expected of the grid plus 
its great power sources.

375 calories for a pound of 
average potatoes.

again) 18.6 per cent protein, 
18.5 fat, one per cent ash, 
and the rest water. 


P o t a t o is 18.4 carbohy- 


drate, 2.2 protein, .1 fat, one 
per cent ash, and the rest 
water. 


For comparison, w h i t e 


bread is 1,180 calories to the 
pound: 53.1 per cent carbohy- 
drate, 9.2 protein, 1.3 fat, 1.1 
ash. 


Pound for pound, bread 


provides more calories than 
steak, is higher in carbohy- 
drate, lower in protein and fat. 


So now let's get back to the 


potato. Its protein and car- 
bohydrate values are moder- 
ate. 


Being a vegetable, the po- 


tato, particularly the skin, 
contributes to the "trace ele- 
ments" of which we n e e d 
tiny amounts, and also con- 
tains some Vitamin C, al- 
though not in such profusion 
as in citrus juices. 


Some people who are on re- 


ducing diets apparently be- 


lieve that the potato is an 
extremely 
fattening 
food— 


—one evtremelv high in cal- 
ories. T h a t just isn't so. 
The danger of potatoes, from 
the reducing standpoint, is 
that some folks insist on 
having them mashed and 
swimming in butter, or fried, 
or drenched in gravy. This 
a d d s relatively enormous 
amounts of calories.

that an older person should 
not drink much milk, even 
the skim variety? 1 am 60 
and wonder if two quarts a 
w e e k are too much. How 
manv eggs a week?

When a vein becomes vari- 


cose, the little valves in it 
have been damaged. This 
would be less harmful (and 
less likely to happen) in parts 
of the body other than the 
legs, because in the legs 
blood returning to the heart 
has to be lifted a consider- 
able distance. 


With the valves intact, the 


blood is lifted a short dis- 
tance with each beat of the 
heart. The valves prevent it 
from flowing back between 
beats. 


With the valves impaired, 


the blood does flow back be- 
tween b e a t s . How far it 
flows back depends on how 
many valves are damaged. 


The result is that the blood 
becomes relatively stagnant 
in the vein. The pressure dis- 
tends the vein. You havd 
t h o s e swollen, unsightly 
veins, and more important, 
from a health standpoint, cir- 
culation is very slow. 


When a varicose vein is re- 


moved, you are ridding your- 
self of something that isn't 
doing much good to begin 
with. Where does the blood 
go? There is a whole network 
of veins in each leg. S o m e 
rise rather vertically, some 
at a slant. They are inter- 
connected at odd intervals. 


When the faulty vein is re- 


moved, the blood flows, in- 
stead, through these other us- 
ually deeper veins, w h i c U 
will gradually accept it. Thus 
the total blood flow will be 
increased, while getting rid 
of the varicose vein. 


There is no reason why the 


operation necessarily must 
be done over again in 10 or 
any other period of years". 
There is not, and cannot be, 
any guarantee that some oth- 
er vein may not fail, and 
become varicose, and need to 
be removed. 


But conversely, in a great 


many cases the one operation 
is all that is ever required.

This is anemia which re- 


sults from failure of the bone 
marrow to produce sufficient 
red blood cells. 


Poisoning is a common 


cause, from c h e m i c a l s , 
fumes of some hydrocarbons, 
or even prolonged use of cer- 
tain medications. In still oth- 
er cases, particularly among 
the elderly, no identifiable 
cause can be determined. 


Steroid drugs 
sometimes 


help, but usually patients 
need blood transfusions pe- 
riodically as well.

In Nebraska 


Lincoln, Neb. 


Now while the public is in- 


terested in congressional in- 
vestigation of the Ku Klux 
Klan, we are reminded that 
40 years ago, the national or- 
ganization was putting on a 
membership campaign in 
Nebraska and, as political 
leaders estimated, t h e r e 
were about 25,000 v o t i n g 
Klansmen in the state. One 
was elected to the Railway 
Commission and there were 
at least two who held impor- 
tant appointive offices. 


Three Klan leaders from 


Indiana set up mysterious 
headquarters in the Fraterni- 
ty building, now the Sharp 
building, and leased Robbers 
Cave, near the Penitentiary, 
for initiation purposes. Or- 
ganizers were employed to 
work through the state, most- 
ly in rural communities that 
had earlier shown sympathy 
with 
the 
Non-P artisan 


League. It seemed obvious, 
in fact, that the Klan was de- 
liberately 
infiltrating 
t h e 


North Dakota-born Non-Par- 
tisans and with the approval 
of A. C. Townley, the Bis- 
marck spark-plug of the 
League. Both organizations 
had something in common: 
personal liberty as opposed 
to legal authority; and both 
were opposed to military 
draft. The Klan was avowed- 
ly against Negroes, Catho- 
lics and Jews while the Non- 
partisan League was social- 
istic in extreme, had swal- 
lowed the Republican party 
in North Dakota and had tak- 
en over p r i v a t e l y owned 
banks, mills, grain elevators, 
stockyards and farm imple- 
ment business in that state. 
Both organizations threw in 
with the GOP leadership in 
Nebraska. 


Membership in the Klan 


cost five dollars, which in- 
cluded mask, shroud and cap 
for those who took the oath 
of affiliation, which seemed 
to be optional after the fee 
had been paid. The KKK was 
not militant in its Nebraska 
operations. There were a few 
burnings of crosses outstate 
and some rumors of financial 
blackmail that never reached 
the courts. After five or six 
years active effort to get 
control of the state, the lead- 
ers quietly faded away and 
local members seemed to 
drop back into their normal 
status of citizenship.

But 
Stalin — the Soviet command- 
er-m-chief — disregarded all 
warnings and took no meas- 
ures to repulse the Germans, 
Kuznetsov said. 


He even forbade Red army 


commanders to alert their 
troops or shoot b a c k if at- 
tacked, the admiral said. The 
reason, he said, was Stalin's 
Icar of provoking Hitler. 


Kuznetsov expected the at- 


tack June 22 and stayed in 
his office. The Black Sea fleet 
leported at 3:07 a.m. t h a t 
morning that Germany air- 
craft were approaching Kuz- 
netsov. acting on his own au- 
thority, ordered the Souet 
navy to fight.

Suddenly you are on your 


own, surrounded by tempting 
distractions — football games, 
sorority or fraternity rush par- 
ties, new friends and new en- 
tertainment opportunities. 


Your college instructors give 


2arefully prepared 
lectures. 


These are easy to follow and 
averything tends to lull you 
into a false sense of security. 
Then come mid-term examin- 
ations. Your old high school 
system of quick reviews and 
cramming sessions is not ade- 
quate for college work. Even 
if it were how can you cram 
the same night for two or 
three examinations? 


Don't be one of those col- 


lege freshmen who, startled to 
"ind that their work during 
Lhe first weeks was not up to 
college standards, give up and 
drop out of school. Give learn- 
.ng its proper place and get 
off to a good start! 


Plenty Happens 


S t u d e n t s often complain 


:hat "nothing happens during 
:he first classes." Actually, 
Dlenty happens. College in- 
structors start lecturing t h e 
"irst day. Outlines and pre- 
views they present of t h e i r 
courses are just what y o u 
need to help you organize the 
materials in your own mind. 
The student who complains 
;hat nothing happens is only 
•evealing the fact that noth- 
ing happened in his mind. 


Sometime before the open- 


ng of college get textbooks in 
the courses you will take. If 
jossible, get the books you 
will be using. These may be 
available in your local library; 
otherwise, the librarian w i l l 
lelp you select an equivalent 
ext. In each text read the 
introduction and first chapter. 
..earn the new words. Say 
them aloud over and over, 
jringing up a mental picture 
if the meaning of each word 
as you hear it. This will pre- 
jare you to begin listening and 
understanding the first class 
leriod. 


If any text appears too dif- 


icult, find other more ele- 
nentary materials which will 
jive you a background. If nec- 
essary, go all the way back 
to books for children. 


The students I have known 


who made this kind of prep- 
aration for each of t h e i r 
courses have succeeded well 
in their first semester of col- 
lege. 


Arrive Early 


Arrive at the campus early 


anough to get settled in your 
room, find out where you will 
sat and sleep and buy your 
textbooks; in fact, learn your 
way around. 


Locate your classrooms so 


that you can attend the first 
sessions — notebook and pen- 
cil in hand — ready to begin 
learning. 


You are in a new situation 


with many new activities and 
interests available to you. The 
way you spend your time in 
the first days and weeks of 
college has a tendency to per- 


sist. So don't be a time-wast- 
er. Keep a schedule. L e a r n ; 
to make good use of spare • 
moments! 
i 


You will have many oppor- 


tunities to make friends. Be- 
cause you will want to keep i 
your studies in first place, 
you will be wise to associate 
mainly with other students | 
who feel the same way about 
this. 


Fraternities 


Are fraternities good or 


bad? It depends on your 
choice. Don't expect to main- 
tain high scholarship if y o u 
join a low scholarship frater- 
nity. You probably won't make 
it even though you make a 
heroic effort. One of the finest 
students I have known strug- 
gled with this situation for a 
long time before he gave up 
and moved into a dormitory. 
Only then was he able to 
bring his grades up to where 
they belonged. 


I have watched many stu- 


dents under the influence of a 
s t r o n g scholastic fraternity 
lift their grades and prepare 
seriously for careers — with 
the extra bonus of fraternity 
friendships. Individual frater- 
nities keep approximately the 
same scholastic standing year 
after year. In some, the scho- 
lastic standing always is high; 
in others, it always is low. 


Characteristics of success- 


ful fraternities are: 


Their pledges have high 


scholastic goals. 


Active members set an ex- 


ample of good scholarship for 
pledges. 


Seuior members take time 


to help pledges develop study 
s k i l l s and maintain high 
grades. Secrets of good schol- 
arship are passed from class 
to class. 


Atmosphere is one of liking 


and respect for each other 
and the university. 


Rewards and punishments 


are based on the behavior of 
the pledge, not the whims of 
of the p e r s o n s administer- 
ing them. 


New students may obtain 


the scholastic standing of each 
fraternity from the dean of 
students. Choose a fraternity 
with seniors of the type you 
would like to be when you are 
a senior!

Albania seeks also assembly 
action that would meet some 
of Peking's conditions f o r 
U.N. membership. These in- 
clude withdrawal of U.N. con- 
demnation of Peking as an 
aggressor in Korea as voted 
by the assembly in 1951. 


Cambodia was reported fa- 


voring a resolution that would 
seat Peking m all U.N. bodies 
without expelling the Chinese 
Nationalists. But this was re- 
garded as not acceptable ei- 
ther to Peking or the nation- 
alist regime on Formosa.

Washington Ifl—Voters 'dis- 


played mixed reactions to 
proposals a i m e d at their 
pocketbooks in widely scat- 
tered referenda by approving 
some bond issues overwhelm- 
ingly and defeating others by 
similarly large margins. 


The most expensive issue 


on Tuesday's ballot, a Si-bil- 
lion New York state bond 
issue for a crash program to 
fight pollution in streams and 
rivers, won approval by • 
resounding 5-to-l margin. 


Large bond issues for high- 


way construction w e r e ap- 
proved in Kentucky and North 
Carolina, but a similar pro- 
posal lost in Florida. Voters 
in Maine and Texas approved 
bond issues and a property 
assessment increase to build 
additional educational facili- 
ties. But a sales tax increase 
to aid Ohio schools lost badly. 


Proposed revision in state 


government structure w a s 
beaten in Texas. The Empire 
State, however, approved a 
1967 constitutional convention 
o n legislative reapportion- 
ment and an increase from 
two to four years in the terms 
of state legislators. 


Slap At Connally 


Texas voters, in a slap at 


Gov. J o h n B. Connally, de- 
cided against increasing the 
governor's term from two to 
four years and voted down 
similar increased terms for 
other state officials and state 
representatives. The s t a t e 
AFL-CIO spearheaded opposi- 
tion to the four-year gov- 
ernor's term, which trailed 
264,375-217,032 in nearly com- 
plete returns 


Another Southern governor 


also suffered a blow^ 


Florida's Haydon L. Burns 


had put his prestige behind a 
$300-million road-building pro- 
gram, but it was rejected by 
a 3-to-2 margin. Oppon- 
ents charged the proposal 
was chiefly designed to pave 
the way for Burns to win re- 
election next year when the 
Florida governor's term will 
be increased from two to four 
years. 


Two other Southern gov- 


ernors w e r e successful in 
gaining approval of bond is- 
sues. North Carolina voters 
heeded the pleas of Gov. Dan 
Moore and gave more than 3- 
to-1 approval to a $400-million 


>ond issue for roads to be 
inanced by a 1949 gasoline 
tax. The Ku K l u x Klan 
organized opposition to the 
proposal. 


In K e n t u c k y , the ad- 


ministration of Gov. Edward 
T. Breathitt won approval of 


$176 - million bond issue, 


largest in the state's history. 
Some $139 million goes for 
highways, and the federal gov- 
ernment is now expected to 
kick in $700 million in match- 
ing funds. The remaining $37 
million is for other capital 
construction. 


New York Gov. Nelson \. 


Rockefeller 
had strongly 


pushed the big bond issue to 
fight water pollution. 


Maine Colleges 


Two of the t h r e e major 


bond issues a p p r o v e d in 
Maine related to education. 
One provides a $3.9 - million 
bond issue for faculties at 
tate colleges, the other car- 
ries $6.9 million for capital 
improvements at the s t a t e 
university. 


In Ohio, a group called the 


Ohio Council for Education 
lost for the second time on a 
proposal to increase the state 
sales tax from three to four 
per cent to raise an extra $116 
annually for schools. 


The council put the matter 


on the referendum ballot after 
the legislature rejected it, but 
voters in all 88 Ohio counties 
turned down the plan. 


Texas voters approved an 


$85-million bond issue to sel 
up a loan funds for students 
at state colleges and univer- 
sities. And they agreed to an 
increase in 5 cents for each 
$100 
p r o p e r t y valuation 


in order to hike funds for 
facilities at state colleges.

Washington Of) — The U.S. 


government was disclosed by 
a Georgia police chief Wednes- 
day to have been paying rent 
tolheKuKluxKlan. 


Chief Howard W. S m i t h 


told House investigators the 
Federal 
Aviation Agency 


broke its lease and took off 
on a taihvind of embarrass- 
ment after learning that its 
landlord in Jonesboro, Ga., 
sometimes \\ore a hood. 


Smith, chief of the Clayton 


County police at Jonesboro, 
testified at a hearing of the 
House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee. He said it all 
happened this way: 


The Klan klavern in Jones- 


boro is charted under the 
name of the Clayton Civic 
Club, Inc. 


It owns a brick building that 


housed a grocery, a barber 
shop, the law office of Wes- 
ley Bailey II, and an office of 
the FAA. 


One-Room Office 


An FAA spokesman t o l d 


newsmen the one-room office 
was leased for FAA by the 
General Services Administra- 
tion effective June 1 of this 
year. 


On Aug. 15, he said, 
the 


FBI notified the agencies of 
the Klan's connection w i t h 
the building and the following 
day, the spokesman said, FAA 
served a 30-day notice of can- 
cellation of the lease. The of- 
fice actually was vacated, he 
said, on Aug. 27—well ahead 
of the Sept. 15 cancellation 
date. 


The office, for which a $75 


monthly rent was paid, was 
used by a three-man team, of 
electronic maintenance tech- 
nicians. Their job is to serv- 


ice and repair aviation navi- 
gation aids. 


The FAA spokesman sup- 


plied these details alter Smith 
testified. Testimony before the 
committee indicated the Klan 
went to great len«ths to hide 
its real identity. 


Apology Demanded 


Rep. Charles L. Weltner. I>- 


Ga., observed that a man had 
vehemently denied on an At- 
lanta television show that the 
civic club was a Klan fiont 
and demanded an apology 
from the committee. 


Weltner said he had j u s t 


learned that the man was 
Wesley G. B?S!ey II, who t>e 
committee said Wednesday 
was a Jonesboro Klan officer. 


Bailey refused Jo reply to 


committee questions Tuesday. 
He was offered a n o t h e r 
chance Wednesday by Chair- 
man Edwin E. Willis, D-La., 
but he passed word through 
his lawyer that he "had no 
comment to make." 


Willis said it had b e e n 


proved "beyond a shadow of 
a doubt" that the Clayton 
Civic Club was in fact a Klan 
klavern. 


"It is simply another in- 


stance of a Klan group hid- 
ing behind a legal paper. . . 
a phony charter," said Wil- 
lis. 


And apparently, as Willis 


put it, the FAA was "hood- 
winked." 


"It appears," said Weltner, 


"an agency of the U.S. gov- 
ernment has become a ten- 
ant of the Ku Klux Klan in 
Jonesboro, Ga." 


"I was very shocked to 


learn an agency of the fed- 
eral government could be sub- 
ject to error," said Rep, 
John Buchanan, R-Ala. 


Fewer Cigarettes, Fat 
Reduction Life Savers 


Washington UP) — The White 


House Conference on Health 
was told Wednesday hun- 
dreds of thousands of Amer- 
ican lives might be saved 
yearly if people would quit 
smoking cigarettes and not 
get too fat. 


But Dr. George James, 


New York City's health com- 
missioner, in making the 
statement, indicated doctors 
would have to do more about 
stressing such health lessons 
—and about making t h e i r 
talents more accessible to 
people, especially the poor. 


Along the latter line, he sug- 


gested that organized clinics 
copy doctors in New York's 
Chinatown and stay open on 
Sundays — as these physi- 
cians do to care for Chinese 
laundrymen on their only day 
off. 


James made Ms plea at a 


conference 
otherwise high- 


lighted by such developments 
as: 


—Disagreement 
between 


two pairs of doctors as to 
whether education of m o r e 
physicians offers one of the 
key solutions to what presi- 
dent Johnson, in calling the 
conference, l a b e l l e d "the 
pressing health needs of the 
nation." 


—Criticism of c e r t a i n 


p h a s e s of newly enacted 
health legislation under t h e 
Social Security act including 
aspects of the medicare pro- 
vision and the section expand- 
ing medical assistance to te 
poor. 


Dr. Alonzo S. Yerby, hos- 


pital commissioner of N e w 
York City, said the law still 
is inadequate to provide ade- 
quzte health care for the na- 
tion's needy. 


James, asserting there are 


many unmet health needs in 
New York and everywhere 
else, declared: 


"Some of these health 


needs could be met by teach- 
ing people — if the teaching 


were effective. 


"Cancer of the lung, for ex- 


ample, would be eliminated 
as a major health problem 
if we could get our people 
not to smoke cigarettes. We 
have the technical knowledge 
to solve the problems. T h e 
trouble is that up to now the 
public won't accept our solu- 
tion. 


"And, 
since solutions peo- 


ple refuse are no solutions at 
all, we need research on how 
to make such solutions accep- 
table to the patient, or we 
have to find other solutions 
which are acceptable."

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Huskers' History Of Trouble With I Formation May Be Renewed

Nebraska has a history of encount- 


ering trouble from t«>ams that run from 
the I formation, Husker coach Bob De- 
vaney reminded Wednesday as he looked 
ahead to Saturday's game with Kansas 
at Memorial Stadium. 


'Teams like Arkansas and Oklahoma 


State that use the I formation have given 
us trouble in the past," Devaney warned. 
The Huskers lost to Arkansas, 10-7, in 
the Cotton Bowl and have given up 14 
and 16 points to Oklahoma State the past 
two years. 


When reminded that the Huskers had 


little trouble with Kansas State which ran 
from the I formation, the NU coach 
pointed out a difference. 


'•Kansas State didn't use the I for- 


mation like most teams do," he explained. 
"They used it mainly just to get their 
back in motion while Arkansas, Oklahoma 
State and Kansas use their I back as 
their No. 1 runner. 


•'Kansas has a Hue runner from its I 


back spot^ whether its Mike Johnson, Sim 
Stokes ofTTanny Miller. Johnson ran well 
against us last year. In fact, he was 
more effective against us than (Gale) 
Sayers was." 


Devaney also noted that if Kansas 


plays Stoke's at split end, they have one 
of the conference's top pass receivers 
there. "He's only one 
pass reception 


behind Freeman White," Devaney point- 
ed out. 


White has caught 24 passes for 413 


yards while Stokes has grabbed 23 for 
243 yards. 


"They also have a fine passer in Bill 


Fenton and we feel that Bob Skahan may 
be ready to play against us," Devaney 
continued. 


Skahan has been used only sparingly 


this fall at quarterback, being slowed by 
leg injuries, and Fenton has filled in at 
quarterback. Fenton ranks fifth in the 
league in passing yardage with 427 yards 
on 28 completions in 70 attempts. 


"Both Fenton and Skahan run the op- 


tion play quite well also," the Husker 
coach continued. ''And they have two good 
linebackers in George Harvey and Mike 
Sweatman." 


The Huskers put offensive t a c k l e 


Dwain Carlson on the injury list Wednes- 
day, 
but defensive end Langston Coleman 


was ready to leave the charts kept by 
trainers Paul Schneider and George Sul- 
livan. 


Carlson was slowed Wednesday by a 


knee injury suffered in a passing "drill 
Tuesday, but is expected to be ready to 
go by Saturday. 


"Coleman is running much better this 


week and should be ready to play Sat- 
urday for the first time in about four 
weeks," Devaney said. "We probably 
won't start him yet, but he should be 
available for duty." 


Three other Huskers were slowed 


Wednesday by the flu that has been mov- 
ing through the NU camp. The virus kept 
tackle Gary Brichacek, middle guard 


Jerry Murphy and offensive end Dennis 
Richnafsky out of Wednesday's drills. 


Frosh Jackie Out 


'Freshman tackle Bob Liggett, a start- 


er in the first two Husker outings, will 
miss Friday afternoon's game against the 
Kansas yearlings at Memorial Stadium. 


Liggett is sidelined with an ankle in- 


jury suffered when he was the victim of 
a clip in the loss to Missouri last week- 
end. 


The Kansas freshmen will arrive in 


Lincoln today and hold a workout at 4:30 
this afternoon in preparation for the Fri- 
day encounter.

To become only the eighth 


Big Eighter to hit the 3,000- 
total-yards mark, Lane w i l l 
have to average 82 yards a 
game. His current per-game 
mark is about eight yards 
over this figure, standing ai 
the 90 level. 


However, Ms chances of be- 


coming the seventh man to 
make the 2,000-yard passing 
club are less. His career to- 
tal now stands at 1,771. This 


leaves him 229 away from the 
plateau, an average of 76 a 
game, well above this year's 
Missouri team average of 61.7 
and his per-game slate of 49. 


Churchich, who threw f o r 


893 last year, has been rele- 
gated to the alternate quar- 
terbacking spot this year and 
now stands sixth in the stand- 
ings with 336, Vic Castillo, 
bidding to become the third 
straight sophomore to w i n 
the passing bauble, leads 
this week, as he has 
all 


year, with 734 yards.
